HOURS OF CLOSING 
Mr. Crawford asked whother munivipal- 
ties in this province had the power to 
rogulate the hours for tho rotail salo of 
liquors therein, and, if not, what body had 
the power.

Mr. Whitney asked whether the Govern- 
ment had decided upon the establishment 
of a Normal school at London.

DYNAMITE EXPLOSION. 


A Terrible Disaster on the;Rbine—A Car- 
go of Dynamite Blown Up—Several 
Lives Lost. 


A despatch from Cologne says :—A ter- 
rible explosion of dynamite took place on 
Wednesday evening at Salmorth, in the 
district of Dusseldorf, The cargo of the 
ship Elizabeth, consieting of 20,000 kilos of 
dynamite, was being unloaded at the time 
of the explosion, killing a number of people 
and doing a terrible amount of damage. 
The exact number of persons killed is not 
yet known. A vessel which was alongside 
the Elizabeth caught fire and was burned. 
The force of the explosion was felt for 
miles,and was at first believed to have been 
the result of an earthquake, Several houses 
collapsed at Keehen and other villages,and 


windows were shattered within a wide area, 
At Cleaves, five miles from the scene of the 
explosion, doors were torn off and window 
frames were smashed, ‘The bodies of five 
victims of the explosion have already been 
recovered, aud six persons believed to have 
been killed, are atill missing, ° 
The force of the explosion was so great 
that three veaselant Lobith, the last Dutch

Knit ted Lace-net. 


The simple stitches used for this work 
produce a lovely all-over pattern, like 
lace-net. In silk, linen or fine wool it i8 
suitable for any piece of work requiring a 
thin, web-like design, The needles should 
be rather coarse, compared with the thread, 
especially for wool, 

To knit a square, with No, 300 knitting 
silk, cast on 26 stitches, evenly but quite 
loosely, 

First row—Knit one, make three out of 
the next stitch by knitting 1, purling 1 
and knitting 1 without letting the stitch 
off the needle till the third stitch is made 


bind off 2 stitches; to do this knit 2 over the 
last stitch, draw the preceding one, knit 1; 
and over that draw the preceding one; 
then, as before, ‘make 3, bind off 2, 
repeat from® till only 1 stitch is left, knit 
1, turn,

Second row—Knit all plain (there should 
be 26 stitches, ) 

Third row—Kuit 1 for the edge stitch, 
bind off 2 (perhups the beginner would 
understand it better if we said knit the 3 
firat atitches,draw the second over the last, 
knit land draw the preceding stitch over 
that), make 3, * bind off 2, make 3, repeat 
from * till only 1 stitch is left, knit 1. 

Forth row—Konit all plain (26 stitches). 

Begin again at the first row and repeat 
these four rows till the work is as long as it 
is wide (the last row should always be a 
plain row), then loosely bind off all of the 
stitches, 

The edging is knit in the same way, only 
more stitches are required; to ascertain 
how many are needed, measure the article 
to be trimmed, and allow for silk or fine 
linen 12 stitches for each inch with one 
extra stitch for each end ; that is fora tie 
#ix inches wide allow 74 stitches (6 x 6); 
bind off very evenly and loosely,as the bind- 
ing forms the edge of the tiny scallops. The 
insertion is made ia the same way, Lut is 
much narrower, Lawn ties with fine linen 
lace of this kind-are very dainty andpretty.

Beginning with Sicily 
and the southern part of Italy, where 
first-class hotels only charge thirty conts 
to forty cents for rooms, ho says, *‘the 
price increases little by little, until in 
Belgium and Holland, countries immedi- 
ately across the channel from England, 
sixty cents to eighty cents is the chargo 
by second or third rate inns. Hotels that 
are frequonted by Amerieans and Hnglish 
charge English and American prices—32 
a day. Hotels of the same class frequent- 
ed by Italians charge from eighty cents to 
$1 a day, while private lodgings of a re- 
spectable character may be had from 
fifteen conts to thirty cents a night. The

item of lodging for a man is very small— 
four cents if you are willing to room with 
others, and only fifteen cents where you 
haye a bed and a neat room to yourself. 
And your food: For three conts you may 
get a pound of excellent black bread; 4 
large bowl of milk will cost two cents; a 
plate of macaroni three cents; figs four 
cents a pound, and a quart of sour wiho 
for from cight to twelve cents. This diet 
was varied occasionally by an egg omelet 
or something of that character. While 
mingling with the working classes for the 
purpose of studying their condition and 
general mode of living, my daily expendi- 
ture for food in Naples averaged seven- 
teen cents and lodging four cents, making 
tho total cost of living per day in Naples 
just twenty-one cents. 

“In Venice you can find any number 
of -ooms at fiftegn cents a day each. 
Gondoliering is twenty cents for the first 
hour and ten cents for cach hour there- 
after. The priceis the same for one or 
four persons. 

‘The cheapest hotels mentioned in any 
of the guide books for Constantinople 
charged from $3 to 34a day, but you can 
find a very nico room not mentioned in 
the guide books for seventeen cents. I 
got my meals at a Greek restaurant for 
three and a half cents to four cents each, 
consisting, nearly every time, of a piece 
of bread and a plate of rice, macaroni or 
potatoes. 

“Tn Berlin I assumed considerable 
style, occupying a front room on the third 
floor of a house on Frederich strasse, the 
principal street of the city. The room 
was carpeted. There were white curtains 
at the window, The furniture was plain 
but neat—all together, it was a very cozy, 
snug little room, with pretty, rosy-checked 
maids to bring my coffee and buttered 
rolls, all for thirty-six cents a day. My 
dinners in Berlin cost twenty cents. 
There were cheaper places, but I was be- 
coming extravagant. My dinner for 
twenty-four cents consisted of soup, roast 
beef, mutton, vegetables, dessert of fruit, 
and beer or soda water. 

“In Paris it is possible to live very 
cheaply. On Sundays I got, my dinners 
in old Cardinal Richelicu’s palace, an ex- 
cellent dinner, with wine, for thirty-five 
cents, and on week days frequented cheap- 
erand less aristocratic quarters, where I 
could study the working people of Paris.

Dr. Dunsmore is also of the 
opinion that Chatelle is devoid of all 
natural affection and feels no remorse 
for his crime, and that his moral sensi- 
bilities have become so blunted that it 
may be said he has no morals, but is a 
human monstrosity.

Barley for Stock. 

We have repeatedly urged the feeding of 
more barley to stock. The past season has 
demonstrated its utility as a general stock 
food, and has done much to encourage bar- 


ley growing by farmers. The following is 
an average analysis ot barley :— 


Water...... a « 14.0 
Albuminoids » 10.5 
Batvarsen - 4.5 
Starch, eto. « 62.0 
Woody fibre.. . 2.0

When thy divid- 
end cometh and thou goeth forth to seek 
into the committee, they shall say unto 
thee, seest thou anything in our optic 
of anemerald color? Then thou shalt 
get no shekel from thy milk, not if the 
court knoweth itself, which she do; 
moreover, if thou settleth this thing up 
we will make it hot for thee. 

V. Thou shalt not kill thy deacons, 
and leave the carcass to rot near the 
barn, for the stench thereof tainteth the 
milk. 

VI. Thou shalt not bring unto the 
factory any sour or tainted milk, nor the 
milk of a cow that is sick or hath but 
lately calyed, for from such milk com- 
eth lively cheese. 

VII. Thott shalt not carry off more 
than thy share of whey, lest one should 
say concerning thee: Lo! a wonder; 
one hog doth carry food to another. 

VIII. Thon shalt cause thy cans to 
be washed eyery day, the 
covers thereof; for a filthy « : 
inable in my sight, and I will visit my 
wrath upon him who bringeth it. 

IX. Thou shalt not bother the cheese- 
math saying, where and when shal! I 
rece another dividend, for verily I 
say unto you he knoweth nor care th not 
a continental about it. 

X. Thou shalt not say one unto an- 
other concerning me: Lo! hath not 
this Philistine of a ch ymaker a soft

A Most Interesting Lecture 
Dr. G. 
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Si ice, sometimes called 
Pre alicine, State Medicine, 
Hygiene and Public Health, is an ap- 
plication of the laws of physiology 
general pathology to the maintens 
of the health and life of communities, 
by means of those agencies which are 
in common and constant use for their 
development in the greatest perfection. 

Sanitary Science is divided into 
public and private; private when it re- 
lates to the individual, commonly called 
Hygiene; and public when it deals 
with communities, commonly called 
Public Health or Sanitary Science. It 
has to do with persons of every rank, of 
both sexes, of every age. It takes cog- 
nizance of the places and houses in 
which they live; of their occupation 
and modes of lifo; of the food they eat, 
the water they drink, and the air they 
breathe. It follows the child to the 
school; the labourer and artisan into 
the field, the mine, the factory, the 
workshop; the lunatic into the asylum, 
the thief to the prison. 

It is with the sailor in his ship; the 
soldier in hfs barrack; and it-accom- 
panies the emigrant to his home beyond 
the seas. 

To all these it makes application of a 
knowledge remarkable for its amount 
and the great variety of sources whence | ®™ 
it is derived. frecbooters, 

To Physiology and Medicine it is in- banner at Ha 
debted for what it knows of health and 
disease ; it levies large contributions on 
chemistry, geology, and meteorology ; 
it co-operates with the architect and en- 
gineer; its work commends it 
moralist and divine. 

This department of medical sci 
has been cultivated more or less 
the most remote times; and the fact o 
its having had a prominent position in 
the Mosnic code of laws, the ancient 
medical literature of the Hindu, th 
Chinese, and the Egyptians shows that 
Sanitary Science must have been re- 
garded as a most important means for 
the independent existence of commun- 
ities, even in the early dawn of civi- 
lization, In ancient Greece streams 
were sufficiently numerous to supply 
the cities with water; and they were 
frequently converted into public fount- 
ains by the formation of a head for their 
waters, and the erection of an orna- 
mental superstructure. The inhabit- 
ants of Rome, however, were not so 
favorably cireumstanced. and they had 
doubtless for a long time to depend up- 
on the water of the Tiber, and to wells 
sunk within the city for their water 
supply; but the water obtained from 
these sources was in course of time 
found to be unwholesome and deficient 
in quantity. 

In the 4th century of the Christian 
era the aqueducts of Rome amounted to 
14, the length of the largest being near- 
ly 59 miles, and some of its arches being 
109 feet high; and Rome was also in- 
tersected with numerous sewers, some 
of which were of gigantic size. ‘These 
sewers were flushed constantly by the 
superfluous waters of the acqueducts, 
So you see in ancient Rome we have a 
good example of a large city possessed 
of an abundant and pure water supply 
and well sewered; some of the sewers 
being of such superior construction that 
they serve their original purpose even 
to the present day. 

From the dowr 
very recent times 
made no advancement, but remaimed a 
dead letter, When the empire was 
overrun by successive hordes of bar- 
barians, pillage and destruction were 
the order of the day. The aqueducts 
were destroyed and allowed to remain 
in a state of disrepair, the salubrity: of 
the place being completely vitiated. For 
many succeeding centuries the various 
European states were almost exclusive- 
ly employed in offensive and defensive 
wars, the only honorable occupation 
being that of arms. The cities were 
constructed with an idea of defence 
alone; the streets and alleys were 
narrow and crooked; the houses were 
of the most vicious construction; and 
many had damp underground apart- 
ments; nO provision was made for pot- 
able water except by the digging of 
deep wells to supply the population 
during a time of siege. Most of the 
principal towns were surrounded with 
walls and moats; there were no public 
arrangements for the yemoyal of filth 
from courts, alleys and _ streets, and 
personal uncleanliness was general. 
Even to the 16th Century the filth and 
wretchedness of the English habitations 
were almost indescribable, It is said 
that the floors of the houses were made 
of nothing but loam, and were strewed 
with rushes, which being constantly 
put on fresh, without removal of the 
old, remained lying there in some cases 
for twenty years, with fishbones, broken 
victuals, and other filth, underneath. 

Historians toll us that in the 17th 
meat was so dear that hun- 
dreds and thousands scarcely knew the 
taste of it; that bread such as now 
friven to the inmates of workhouses, 
was then seldom seen cven on the 
trenchers ofa yeoman or of a shopkeeper;

and its effect upon the nervous system ia 


such that many persons can anticipate 
weather changes from their own feelings, 
Accidents in factories are said to be much 
more frequent in bad weather thanin good, 
and physiological phenomena like knee- 
jerk seem to be dependent on it in some 
measure, Itseffect onthe appetite is well 


known, and tea‘tasters, who have oultivated 
the sense of taste till it has become almost 
abnormal, say that in good weather this 
sense is more delicate than in bad woather, 
No systematic study of all these facts and 
relations has you been made, bub such a 
ataudy would doubtless well the 
investigator.

Fresh Air, Sunlight, and Exercise 
for Farm Animals.

to storms or to extreme colds, compelling 
animals to drink water nearly at freezing 


tho folly of so doing would at tho present 
be greater than usual, since corn is pro- 
portionately much dearer than any of the 
other ordinary kind of pig's foods. Wheat 
alone, if coarsely ground, would produce a 
stone of pork ot less expense and of a far 
better quality than would corn alone, or 
the two-thirds corn and oneethird wheat 
ration recommended; in fact, almost any 
mixture of pig-feeding atuffa would be far 
more profitable and produce more salable 
pork. Barley costa considerably less per 
stone than does corn at the present time, 
whilatit is more valuable for pig- fatting; 
but @ mixture of food is always preferable 
to one kind of food alone, and as wheat 
costs nearly as little as does barley, a mix- 
ture of two-sixths wheat, three-sixths 
barley, and one-sixth peas ground fairly

LAW REFGRM BILL, 


Sir Oliver Mowat then moved the seo- 
ond reading of his important law reform 
bill. In so doing he gave a sketch of the 
progress of law reform ia the province 
since Confederation ; the first important 
step takon was in 1873, when a change was 
made from the old English system, which 
had previously prevailed, a number of 
anomalies existing which the act of 1873 
removed, Then, when the profession had 
grown acquainted with the working of this 
change, the judicature act had been passed, 
Lately an agitation had BREODE up for a 
further atep, Some of the changes demand- 
ed would be real reforms, and some came 
from persons unacquainted with the law, 
and would be impracticable or harmful. 
A number of the changes suggested, how- 
ever, had been considered likely to be use- 
ful and valuable, and had been embodied 
in the bill.

FIELD MARSHAL GRANT. 


Death of the Oldest Army Officer tn the 
Mritish Army—Wis Miltary Career, 

A detpatch from London says :—Biold 
Marshal Sir Patrick Grant, 
hospital, the oldest army 
officer in the British service, iadoad. He 
was the son of Major John Grant, of Auch- 
terblair, Inverness, and was born in 1804, 
He ontered the army in 1820, He rose 
rapidly, and in 1843-4 served as D, A, G, 
with the Gwalior army, and was mentioned 
in the despatches, In the Sutlej campaign, 
1845-6, ho was twice dangerously wounded, 
was repeatedly mentioned in despatches, 
and was given a modal and three clasps, 
Ho also fought in the Punjaub campaign, 
1848-9, and in the oxpedition to Kohat 
against the Afghan Hill tribes.

There is not a newspaper 
which would deliberately and knowing- 
ly make false statements concerning an 
individual. There is not one which, in 
the hurry inseparable from newspaper 
work, unwittingly perpetrates an injus- 
tice, that will not willingly put the mat- 


sumption of the law, based upon ex- 
perience and observation, should be 
that no newspaper deliberately and 
with malice aforethought libels any- 
body, and the law should deal severely 
with the rave exception to this rule. 
* As it is the paper which innocently 
- prints a news item, received by letter 
or telegram, or copied from another 
paper, with no reason to doubt its 
truth, is liable to pay heavy ‘costs as 
the price of a slight inaccuracy, not- 
withstanding perfect willingness to 
make due correction and apology. And 
there are lawyers who seemingly scan 
the newspapers for hooks upon which 
to liang libel suits, and offer their pro- 
fessional services to possible prosecu- 
tors for a share of the speculative 
profits.

A, Ruddick, superintendent of the school, 
gave evidence of its complete success.

The number of students in the butter 
department was 72, and in the cheese 
department, 119. Thirty-four came from 
Frontenac; Leeds, 29; Hastings, 11; 
Renfrew, 10; Lanark, 6; Glengarry, 4; 
Carleton, 4; Grenville, 8; Stormont, 8: 
Lennox and Addington, 4; Oxford, 2; 
Russell, 2; Northumberland, 2; Vic- 
toria, 1; Peterboro,1, and Dundas, 1. 
Then there was one from Quebec Pro- 
vince; Manitoba. 2; British Columbia, 
1, and 1 from New York State. 

Réceipts of milk were 800,000 pounds, 
an average of 8,000 pounds daily. ‘The 
butter had all been disposed of to mer- 
chants in the city, so as to retail at 
per pound, Part of the cheese has been 
sold to local merchants. The skimmed 
milk was sold to the farmers for feeding 
Bure sati5 cents per hundred. The 
buttermilk has all been sold at 49 cents 
per hund;ed pounds. 

While the Dominion Government, 
through its dairy staff, has conducted 
the Dairy School its building/and equip- 
ment has been due to the enterprise of 
the Ontario Government, which fur- 
nished’8s,000 towards the construction, 
and has given warm support and cn- 
couragement. ‘'o the Ontario Govern- 
ment is due, also, the legislation which 
protects the School and which will, in 
due time, enable it to issue diplomas of 
competency to students taking long 
courses.

ronto, committed suicide by shooting at 
9.80 Saturday afternoon,

fellow tellor flourishing a revolver, while 
his face showed the inner desperation of 
his mind. 

“© don’t, for God's sako,don’t,’’ shout- 
‘od Read as Millichamp’s purpose flashed 
to him, At the same time he rushed for 
tho cage in which Millichamp stood, in 
the hope of intercepting tho arm of its 
mission of death. Millichamp raised the 
revolver to his head, and as Read reached 
the cage door tho report rang out and the 
victim fell in a lifeless heap. 

The ball entered the head immediately 
above and before the right car and being 
of a heavy calibro passed completely 
through the brain emerging from the left 
side. Death was instantancous. 

Dr. Adams, Queen and Bond streets, 
was summoned by a telephone and a mes- 
serfgor sent in search of a police officer. 
The medical man was the first to arrive 
but the unfortunate man was beyond the 
reach of his skill. 

Coroner Aikens was called and after 
learning the circumstances of the shooting 
ordered the removal of the body to an un- 
dertaking establishment where an inquest 
was formally opened at 8.80 p.m. 

Deceased had been on a protracted spree 
for a week past. 

Whether his accounts at the bank are 
accurate or not can not be ascertained 
pending an investigation into the ac- 
count, 

p or ten days ago Millichamp made 
sol porns Watson, curb- 

. cer, for $9. It was discounted 
stone Phares A. Pipon, and Millichamp 
yocolved $S0 on the note, and subsequently 
hvas paid $18 by Watson,  Millichamp 
spent an hour or two Saturday morning 
in an effort to find Watson to raise ad- 
ditional funds, but was unable to find 
him. 

The dead man was the third son of ex- 
Ald. Wallace Millichamp. He was about 
28 years of age. He had been connected 
with the Bank of Toronto since 1888, and 
at the time of his suicide was paying tel- 
ler at that institution. Provious to his 
connection with the latter institution he 
was teller of the defunct Central Bank. 
He had been connected with banking 
interests for tho past 10 years. 

Tn 1885 deceased entered the employ of 
Forbes & Lounsborough. When this firm 
dissolved he left for New York. On his 
return he secured a position in the Vrad- 
crs’ Bank, but left that institution for 
the Central, when the latter commenced 

business. When the Central became de- 
funct he entered the employ of the Bank 
of Toronto, and was for some time con- 
nected with the Collingwood branch, sub- 
sequently being transferred to the Toronto 
branch. 
’ Millichamp’s ability as a mathema- 
tian was remarkable, he ranking as one 
- of inmost expert men with figures employed 
in the city banks. He attended Welles- 
ley school as a boy, and this talent of his 
was remarkable in those days. He was 
very popular in the city—a handsome 
young ian, dark and slight with a clean 
Shayen face. His sociable qualities and 
his generosity made him very popular 
With the men abont town, who were his 
associates. By nature he was sccrctive 
and not given to talking to eyen his most 
intimate friends or his family about his 
private affairs, so they are at a loss to 
Know what prompted his rash act. 

Of late deceased, who is unmarried, hi 
lived with his father, Mr. Wallace Milli- 
champ, at 662 Church street. For somo 
time previously he resided with his broth- 
er, Mr. Joseph Millichamp, at 83 Mac- 
pherson nyenuc, Messrs, Wallace Milli- 
champ, jr., and George Millichamp were 
also brothers of deceased.

FOREIGN PERSONALS. 
Not Gossip nnd Wiirtation Alone That

Tt is no merely love of gossip or flirta- 
Hon, not alone the lust of battle or a pas- 
sion for music, that leads the cat to prowl 
atonidnight round the garden. And the 
bones that lic so thick at the bottom of 
the hollow where the owls haye lived for 
generations give us some ideas of the 
swarms of small gamo that are to be 
found by those that have eyes to see them. 
There arc few gardens probably, even 
within the subur4 of a town, to which 
some of these wild creatures, the long- 
failed fleld mouse, the bank vole and the 
shrew, for instance, do not make their 
way. Even a hedgehog has been seen go- 
ing home in the small hours along a road 
bordered on both sides by walls and 
houses, hurrying, with half a dozen little 
prickly copies of herself behind her, to- 
ward the family hiding place on the 
wooded hill above the town. As we go 
farther aficld, we become aware of the ex- 
istence of yet more of these seldom seen 
inhabitants of the woods and the mea- 
dows. Yot cyen there we see their traces 
much oftener than we catch sight of the 
creatures themselves. Few people, cyen 
in the country, sce much of stoats or 
weazels, except perhaps just around a 
farm, or rotting on the keeper's tree. 
They are children of the night, stealthy 
and secret in their movements, keeping as 
far as possible aloof from man. The mole, 
too, though he so constantly betrays his 
presence by chains of carthworks in the 
meadows, scldom comes into our ken.

dn America misverdicts are mostly due 
to the idiotio by-law which requires jury- 
men to be unbiased to the degree of being 
ignorant of newspaper comments and the 
drift of public opinion, i, ¢., to be specially 
unfit representatives of the vox populi.

A family of 
strolling vagrants were arrested on sus- 
picion, but could prove an inexpugnable 
alibi, and the Court of Inquiry was on the 
point of being adjourned, when an old 
spinster volunteered the information that 
the ill-fated man, on the last day of his life, 
had been seen in the company ofa tricksey 
risette, and had probably been murdered 
}in her house. The house in question was 
that of Josephine Martin, a notorious 
intriguante and manager of assignation 
adventures, who was arrested after a 
detective had confirmed the spinster’s con- 
jeoture by the discovery of several compro: 
| mising facts. Unsigned letters foun 
| the watchmaker’s desk were written in a 
hand clearly resembling that of the 
adventuress, and the wallsand floors of the 
Martin der bore traces of recent scouring 
and scraping.

familiar to those who have not had the 
time or opportunity to thoroughly study 
the subjects treated. I was, however, 
somewhat surprised at some of the 
statements made in the lecture by the 
learned principal of the Public School, 
as given in your last issue. ‘True, Can- 
ada is a great country, and one may 
well be excused if he did not bring out 
all the prominent points in one brief 
lecture; but, at the same time one can- 
not help thinking that the lecturer 
must have consulted some strange and 
not impartial authorities for some of his 
statements. For instance, after speak- 
ing of the manufactories which AG 
sprung into existence since the intro- 
duction of the National Policy in 1878, 
he mentions the great increase in the 
value of cheese export as one of the re- 
sults of this policy. Well, this is the 
first time I ever heard that the National 
Policy had anything to do with the 
great cheese industry. He also says 
that '' Protection * * seems to have 
become a fixed policy.” This is so if 
the Conservatives always remain in 
power; but if not, then what about the 
fixed policy? A good many seem to 
think differently; but since the lec- 
turer says it is a fixed policy, the rest 
of the people will have to submit. A 
he says:—*' The subject of commercial 
union is being discussed in both the 
American and Canadian press.” In- 
deed! The learned lecturer must be a 
veritable Rip Van Winkle. Being a 
pretty extensive reader of the leading 
papers of all shades of politics, I have 
not observed anything showing the 
least sign of life in this subject for near- 
ly four years; (it was always a sickly 
infant at best) and for a long time it has 
been as dead as the proverbial ‘* door 
nail.” Then our Sir Oracle proceeds to 
settle the question of Canada’s destiny. 
He refers to Imperial Federation, and 


says ‘this would be a great scheme, 
but is not practical.” That settles it; 
no use discussing the subject. But 


many older persons (of course not wiser) 
think differently. On one point I heart- 
ily agree with him—Canadians do not 
Want annexation, The lecturer then 
proceeds to fix Canada’s destiny by 
Stating that it must always remain a 
British colony. That is good, but many 
hope for a still closer relation as part of 
the British Empire. 

Then, again, his references to New- 
foundland are rather contradictory, In 
the first part of his lecture, he states it 
is ‘' still under allegiance to the crowr 
of England.” In the latter part he asks: 

“What course is Newfoundland 
about to take?” Then he goes on to 
say “Should the United States ob- 
tain possession of it and establish a 
navy-yard there, they would have com- 


plete control of tho Gulf of St. Law- 
rence.” So they would, But as he has 
stated, Newfoundland is “still under 


allegiance to the crown of England.” 
How then is the United States going to 
rot it? Will they go to war with 
nba for it? Or if they should does 
the lecturer think England is so weak 
as not to be able to maintain her rights? 
I always thought the learned principal 
of the Public School was brim full of 
patriotism and loyalty, and had full 
contidence in Britain's prowess.

Sanitary Science. 


A Most Interesting Lecture by 
Dr. G. W. Faulkner. 


Usually the ill-effects of bad ventila- 
tion, which are cumulative and pro- 
gressive, are so remote in time from 
their cause, that the popular mind fails 
to connect them, and hence the ill-ven- 
tilation of the school room, church or 


sleeping 


room, too frequently a con- 
tributing cause, is not thought of when 
mourning friends stand around the bier 
of one whose life has declined ere the 
usual years of adolescence have been 
counted, ‘‘The Lord gave and the 
Lord hath taken away; blessed be the 
name of the Lord,” are words not to be 
pronounced lightly over the grave of a 
child, . 

Great tragedies teach us the déadli- 
ness of our own breath, such as the 
British men and women that were con- 
fined in the Black Hole of Caleutta only 
for eight hours; also, the confinement 
for a few hours of 800 Austrians at Aus- 
terlitz when 260 died; also, 90 passen- 
gers suffocated on the ‘* Londonderry,” 
by their own breath, in six hours whilst 
the hatches were nailed down. 

The connection between cause and ef- 
fect, was, in these dreadful instances, 
sufficiently immediate to prove the truth 
that our breath is our greatest enemy. 
Multiplied instances are constantly oc- 
ewring all around us, differing from 
those in degree, not in quality, but yet 
that difference is so great as to obscure 
the likeness. 

Our living rooms,bed rooms,churches, 
halls and school rooms are too often res- 
ervoirs of foul air. 

Foul air reduces vitality, weakens 
power to resist disease; in fact causes 
disease; and disease leads to death. 
Consideration of certain careful inyesti- 
gations will enable us to understand 
more intelligently the vitiation of air 
that occurs from repeated respirations of 
it, 

Samples of outdoor air, taken at num- 
erous places, at various elevations, and 
at all hours of day and night, show, on 
analysis, a composition yarying within 
a very small range, of oxygen, 20.96% ; 
carbon dioxide, .08%; nitrogen, 79,01% 
besides traces of other gases and vapors. 
Pellenkofer’s extensive researches and 
analyses are generally accepted. He 
showed that expired air, dried, contains 
oxygen, 1 , per c., decrease }; carbon 
dioxide, < , increase 149 fold; nitro- 
gen, 80,10, slightly increased. Death 
would quickly enste in an atmosphere 
containing 20% of carbon dioxide; but 
it is uncertain what proportion of car- 
bon dioxide may he endured for the 
space of a few hours. Foster remained 
in © room ten minutes that had 4%. 
Pellenkofer remained hours in a room 
With one per cent., liberated with the 
action of sulphuric acid on bi-carbonate 
of soda. But, while he says that he 
could remain hours in the artificially 
changed air, he is careful to state that 
the air contaminated with one per cent. 
of carbon dioxide due to the respiration 
of human beings, would be almost iu- 
tolerable. 

The peculiar nature of respived air 
must be noticed here ; for while the de- 
gree of vitiation is measured by the pro- 
portion of carbon dioxide, that is not 
the most poisonous substance present. 
The changes effected in the air by its 
circulation in the lungs are not only the 
loss of oxygen and increase of carbon 
but there is also a portion of organic 
matter which may be shown by chemi- 


eal tests to be nitrogenous and oxi- 
dizable. Itis this organic matter that 


produces the fetid smell characteristic 
of inhabited, unyentilated rooms, and 
Which was the really poisonous agent 


in these dreadful fatalities instanced 
above. In addition to the organic 
matter vespired, other impurities are 


poured into the air of the school room 
by insensible perspiration, by prevent- 
able uncleanlines of the porson and 
clothing of some of the pupils, by dis- 
persion of dust from the floor and walls, 
as wollas chalk dust from the black- 
board, 

It has been found that in inhabited 
yooms, When the proportion of carbon 
dioxide rises from .08 to .10 per cent., 
tho organic impurities of the air are 
recognizable by the sense of smell; and 
further, that the same sense can but 
scarcely, or not at all, distinguish 10 
per cent. from greatly increased degrees 
of vitiation by breathing. Again, pres- 
ence for a brief time in a foul atmos- 
phere dulls the sense of smell so as to 
vender impurity imperceptible. 

These causes conceal from us the cog- 
nizance of the foulness of the air we are 
taking into our lungs, and the danger 
of vemaining in it. In this inventive 
age what a boon it would be were some 
one to invent a practical foul air alarm, 
that would warn the householder and 
pupil of the entrance of that most dead- 
ly and unseen enemy of human life— 
sewer gas; that would stop the school 
voom recitation, or interrupt the minis- 
ter even in the middle of his prayer, by 
setting up a loud incessant whir-r-r for 
fresh air, Think of 2 minister preach- 
ing on the sacredness of life, ina evowd- 
ed, unventilated house, while he and 
his hearers ave busy killing each other 
hy the poison of their own breath, 

A Sunday School room was crowded 
by tho attendance at an entertainment, 
one cold evening, with closed deors and 
windows. he programme was pro- 
ceeded with, when by and by the lights 
grew dim, almost to going out, when 
all at once they did go out, At this 
juncture the chairman arose and calm- 
od the rising fears of the nervous ones 
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by the assurance that there was no 
for alarm, it was only the foul air, 
No doubt the meeting was considered a 
very successful one, It was certainly 
successful in showing the necessity for 
education of the people upon the im- 
portance of breathing pure air, when 
they tranquilly remain in # room 
breathing air so foul that a flame of the 
lamp perishes init! 

In « certain school house, close, well 
built, below the average height of ceil- 
ing and cubical capacity, there were 
over 40 pupils present. The Inspector 
found, upon his visit, that the ventila- 
tion was bad, and notified the trustees 
that the regulations Inid down in the 
school law requiring provision to change 
the air in the room three times an hour, 
should be carried out. ‘The question of 
ventilation was submitted to the annual 
meeting, with the result of 28 against 
and 1 for it. When an appeal is made 
to some trustees and ratepayers to pro- 
vide ventilation, we are met with such 
objections as:—'' There are not any com- 
plaints of the children taking sick in 
school;” ‘* Children are young and can 
stand a good deal;” ‘The bit of bad air 
they get: between recesses wont hurt 
them;” *' They are to blame themselves, 
they keep on more fire than they need;” 
“They have far better school houses 
than we had, and the foul air never 
hurt us.” How general and long-lived 
seems the fallacy that cool air and pure 
fir are identical. Even teachers who 
ought to know better, ave occasionally 
known to close the stove damper when 
they have been told that the air in the 
room is not good.. ‘lo make matters 
worse, ventilation by the stove, the only 
means in the room, was shut off ! 

With the data supplied us by scienti- 
fic investigations, it is not difficult to 
determine what quantity of fresh air 
must be drawn into a room occupied by 
a given number of persons, to maintain 
the degree of vitiation below a given 
proportion. Approximately the deple- 
tion of oxygen procees as follows: Each 
inspiration uses from 20 to 80 cubic in- 
ches of air; 16 to 18 inspirations per 
minute, 480 cubic inches; 50 persons per 
minute, 24,000 eubic inches; 50 persons 
per hour, 1,440,000; 20.96% of the inspi- 
ration is oxygen; 4.60% of the oxygenis 
abstracted by the lungs each inspiration. 
Hence 5) persons deprive the air from 
44,000 to 66,000 cubie inches of oxygen 
per hour. But while the air is becom- 
ing impoyerished of its oxygen, it is 
with almost equal rapidity being loaded 
with carbonic dioxide, the rate being 
4.3% as shown before, and hence amount- 
ing to from 40,000 to 60,000 eubie inches 
of the latter gas. 

Besides the above changes, there is 
added an indeterminable amount of or- 
ganic matter, Vs s authorities on 
hygiene place the limits of allowable 
impurity of the air in dwelling rooms at 
from .07 to .LO % of carbon dioxide, ‘The 
Ontario school law allows each child a 
minimum cubical capacity of 250 cubic 
feet. .07 of that space is 802 cubic in- 
ches, The child is respiring from 80 to 
1200 cubie inches of carbon dioxide per 
hour, and the original and incoming air 
contains .04% of its bulk of the same gas. 

The problem is, how much air bring- 
ing in .04% of gas, will keep 259 cnbie ft. 
below .07 or .10%, while the child

I have dwelt at length on the sub- 
ject of ventilation, believing it at pre- 
sent to be the one of most paramount 
sanitary importance to our school room, 
Of what use culturing the mind to such — 
a high degree if the body is too weak to 
bear the pressure and strain of life's 
battles? Of what use gamishing the 
jewels till their resplendent lustre daz- 
zles the eyes of all beholders, if both 
casket and jewel are so soon to be 
thrown into the pit? Why be anxious: 
to increase the size and value of the 
cargo if the vessel is so poorly built 


in mid-ocean ? 


There is said-to be a scarcity of beef 
cattle in the western States and prices 
have advanced in Chicago and other 


is adding to the gas at the rate mention= 
ed above? Following Prof, Heymann’s 
formula, based on an exhalation of 900 
cubic inches of carbon dioxide per hour, 
to keep the air below .07% of impurity 
would yvequire 8035 cubie feet of in- 
flow per hour; below .10 %, 1,270 cubic 
feet per hour. The school law directs 
that ventilation should be provided to 
change the air in the room every 20 
minutes. ‘The greater allowable degree 
of vitiation of 1 part In 1000 requires 423 
cubic feet of fresh air per child in twen- 
ty minutes or 21,166 enbie feet in the 
same time for 59 children. 

But allowance may be made for what 
is called natural ventilation, This var- 
ies groatly according to the several cir- 
cumstances, the most important one bo- 
ing the material and finish of the walls, 
It is estimated that the permeability’ of 
wu brick wall to air is 99 cubic feet per 
hour. Making the most favorable al- 
lowance for natural ventilation, an or 
dinary rural school room of 12250 eubic 
feet capacity would bo tolerably venti- 
lated with provision to introduce and re- 
move 10,000 to 12,000 cubic feet of air 
every 20 minutes, ‘To remove 10,000 cus 
bic feet of air in 20 minutes, the flues 
should take away 84 cubic feet per see- 
ond, It is not difficult to set up ecur- 
vents in smooth flues moving at the rate 
of 4 to 44 feet per second, Hence the

LAKE CRUISERS. 


A Proposition That the United States 
Should Huve a Navy on the Lakes. 


A despatch from Washington, D. ©., 
says :—An effort will be made at the next 
session of Congress to secure an appropria- 
ion for three, and possibly five, light- 
draught gunboats for the protection of the 
lake cities, It is argued that the elaborate 
system of coast defences which is being 
created by the ordinance branch of the 
army for the cities on the sea coast, as well 
as the increased number of harbour defence 
vessels now rapidly going into commission» 


gives to these cities a protection which is 
not enjoyed by those upon the lakes, It 
has been claimed for years past that our 
treaty with Great Britain prevents us from 
placing naval cruising vessels on the waters 
dividing the United States from Canada. 
It is asserted, on the other hand, however, 
that Great Britain has not rigidly res} eoted 
these treaty provisions, and that in the 
event of war between England and the 
United States, a number ot vessels are now 
in Canadian waters that could be speedily 
armed with rapid firing guns and which 
would work great destruction among our 
shipping, as well ae to such important com- 
mercial centres as Buffalo, Cleveland, and 
Detroit. 

If Congress can be made to believe that 
the placing of a few speedy gunboats on the 
lakes would not be a contravention of our 
treaty relations with Great Britain, there 
is little doubt that an appropriation for 
this purpose will be promptly made in the 
next House, It has been suggested that 
those boats have a displacement of about 
1,000 tons, and that they be armed with 
half-a-dozen or more four-inch rapid-fire 
guns, This would give them an offensive 
quality fully equal to the demands that 
might be made upon them, and they would 
serve as the nucleus of a small lake navy, 
to which additions might be made trom the 
more swift of the vessels now plying those 
waters as freight and passenger boats, 
Many of these latter could bs converted 
into acceptable ‘ornisers by arming them 
with light,rapid-firing guns, and this would 
probably be done in the event of war, 

Meanwhile, it is believed that some steps 
should be taken for the building up of o 
distinctive naval squadron on the lakes, 
and the initiative will not be delayed 
longer than next winter. If such an 
appropriation be made the bill will doubt- 
less provide that they shall be constructed 
on the lakes,

From Germany comes the first official 
news of a great American discovery 
said to cure the most dreaded of dis- 
eases, consumption and cancer. Consul- 
General Dekay Albertin, in a report to 
the State Department, says the dis- 
covery, which was announced late in 
March in the most serious and trust- 
worthy medi school in Germany, 
likely to veceive considerable attention 
at the coming medical congress in 
Munich. The discovery was made by 
Dr. Louis Waldstein, of New York, a 
brother of the famous archaeologist, Dr, 
Charles Waldstein. The new treatment, 
Which has been perfected by studies 
abroad, consists of injecting minute 
doses of pilocarpine until the [ymphatic 
system is atiitlnted and the white cor 
pusles of the blood overcome the poison- 
ous particles which produce isan eo, 
Dr, Waldstein’s researches have gone 
to the fountain whence these healthful 
white corpuscles spring, and by en- 
livening its action the productivenes 
restores the condition of the blood, des- 
troying poisonous germs.

IN DIFFERENT NATIONS.

the Children—The Law as Tt Is in Canada 


Mr. Cecil claims to bo the first writer 
who has, speak gone all round the 
world, and all through history, in rch 
of primogeniture, He glances at the Jows 
With their habit of at hing « sacred im- 
port to tho title of first boro, In classical 
Greece he finds no trace of primogeniture. 
As in ancient Germany, equal division was 
tho rule, Tho Mahometans know nothing 
of it. They gave each male twice as much 
of the inheritance as two females, and so 
stopped by anticipftion all nonsense about 
women's rights, Tho invading ‘Teuton 
grafted primogeniture on the Roman juris- 
prudence by using his system of chieftain- 
ship as the thin end of the grafting wedge. 
It grew slowly among us as a feudal mea- 
sure, but if was long after tho Norman 
conquest beforo the descendants of the 
first-born obtained a settled priority over 
an elder representative of the previous 
generation, According to Sir Henry 
Maine, it owes its eventful supremacy to 
the pitiably low level of social organiza- 
tion which characterized tho declining 
days of tho Carlovingian Empire. Any- 
thing was bettor than chaos, and the old 
scramble was carrying affairs into that 
domain, 

In the sevententh century Jersey pray- 
ed for a law of entail to stop the infinite 
subdiyision of its land, and its prayer 
was granted., ‘The children of the bet- 
ter sort, depending on their partitions, 
give not themselves to trades.’ It was a 
mistake, and the island is now slowly 
working its way back to the old stage of 
things. Our colonies take their own 
course, in this as in other matters. In 
Canada primogeniture has yirtually dis- 
appeared. That is to say, it has not en- 
forced by law, and in practice no one 
thinks of making an eldest son, his is 
exactly the state of things in the United 
States. An American enjoys perfect lib- 
erty of bequest, but he rarely employs it 
in beggaring all his children but one. A 
few of the older families have indulged 
in that luxury, and thoy haye their re- 
ward, such as it is, in a hereditary succes- 
sion of millionaires. But public opinion is 
altogether against the practice, and it is 
generally understood that rough coarse- 
ness and brutality must be counteracted 
at less cost. In Lower Canada equal di 
ion is the rule, without distinction of sex, 
or primogeniture, They are not of John-

PEOPLE’S BANKS IN GERMANY 


They are Successful and Scem to Have 
Solved a Difficult Problem, 

A Short paper in the current issue of the 
North American Review calls attention to 
an economic fact full of interest, the suc- 
cessful working of ** people’s banks” in the 
German Empire. This oredit organization 
is not to be confused in any way with 
pawnbrokerage, whether the latter be 
carried out in the theory of Shylock or of 
the philanthropist, Yet the pledging of 
personal property is not altogether excluded 
trom the sphere of its operations, The 
modus operandi of these banks is copied 
largely from the experience of other banks ; 
it is simple, it seems to have been success- 
ful, und to have solved ao difficult problem. 

The system was organized by ono Herr 
Schulze,at Delitzsch, in Saxony, about forty 
years ago, A fow workingmen paid up a 
small capital in weekly installments,and on 
the basis of money paid in they obtained 
loans from the bank on seourity. The 
bank thus became an investment and an 
instrument of oredit, These “yolks banken,” 
when their methoda became fully known, 
Sprang up widely throughout Germany. 
There are now about 2,000 of them, with a 
membership of over 1,500,000, a capital of 
$10,000,000 and an annual business of $510, 
000,090, A similay principle has been put 
to use in loan associations for house-building 
purposes, and has met with notoble success 
in the United States and England, With 
the German example as a guide, there is no 
reason why “people's banks” should not be 
founded here and accomplish an equally 
beneficent purpose, 

Hore Schulzo's plan contemplates the 
loaning of small sums at alow interest; also 
that of helping tradespeople with a little

“To my mind what we want at the 
present time is the idea impressed on 
the mind of every ee of a cheese 
factory to produce the best milk possi- 
ble and deliver it to his cheesemaker in 
the best possible condition, for if this is 
not done the patron is losing in two 


ways—quality and also quantity. 
Cheesemakers cannot perform miracles; 


they may take very bad milk and put it 
into passible goods that may go without 
giving them any loss. But the loss re- 
mains to the patron all the same and 
this is what seems to be hard to get him 
tosee. A great many patrons seem to 
think that so long as they can just get 
their milk to pass—once get it on their 
cheesemaker’s hands—that is all that 
concerns them, Now, I do not think 
that cheesemakers are all perfect by any 
means, but on the whole I believe they 
are a pretty~intelligent lot of men and 
women who have given this subject a 
lot of careful thought and study, and 
you would think so yourself if you were 
to pass through all our factories and see 
the stuff called milk they are expected 
to make into fine cheese and also to see 
the places and appliances some of them 
have to handle it in and with. Now, I 
believe there is thousands of dollars that 
the farmers of this county lose ever 
year on that one point alone of deliver 
ing milk to cheese factories in bad con- 
dition. Iam nof much of a letter writ- 
er, but 1 feel warm on this subject, be 
cause I think it is one of vital imp 
tance to every patron of a cheese

Edison’s Latest Invention. 


The Kinetograph, and What it Is. 

An interviewer who vecently visited 
the great wizard, Edison, at his home 
in New Jersey, gives the following ac- 
count of his latest invention, 

It is a combination of the phonograph 
and kinetoscope, and on being question- 
ed concerning it My, Edison sa 

“The object of this machine, is to af- 
ford the spectator two inventions in one, 
That is, two senses are simultaneously 
appealed to. Suppose, we will say, an 
opera is to be reproduced. The phono- 
graph already repeats the sound. The 
kinetoscope affords a view of the move- 
ments. Now, however, we wish to 
combine the two, and combine them 
far more offectively than ever their dis- 
tinct elements haye heretofore been ven- 
dered by separate instruments.” 

“hus, if one wished to hear and see 
the concert or the opera, it would only 
be necessary to sit down at home, look 
upon a screen and see the performance, 
reproduced exactly in every moyement 
and at the same time the voices of the 
players and singers, the music of the 
orchestra, the various sounds that ac- 
company « performance of this sort, 
will be reproduced exactly, The end 
attained is a perfect illusion. One 
really 

HBARS AND SENS THE PLAY, 
because the conditions precedent to the 
suitable impressions upon eye and ear 
ave obtained.” 

Mr. Edison’s hearing has improved 
very much in the past year, owing, per- 
haps, to his perfect physical condition. 
He spoke well and distinctly, and is 
never, apparently, as much impressed 
with the wonders he performs as are his 
workmen. 

He was asked if ordinary sights and 
scenes, the Pope in the Vatican, or a

But with « grand opera, 
it would be more difficult. One must 
exercise great care in securing the en- 
semble. There are myriads of details 
connected with the tones, the goestur 
the dress, the colors, the light and auc 
like. 
scrupulous fidelity, Hence the tempo- 
rary cessation of prog: Although 
we could give all thes imp salons 
with comparative exactness, it is intend- 
ed to be perfectly faithful to the original, 
It neyer does to perpetuate a half per- 
formance. It is disappointing and apt 
to shake confidence in aninvention. Mor 
myself, I have no doubt whatever of the 
outcome. Before many years we will 
have grand opera in every little village 
at 10 cents ahead. And the yery high- 
est grand opera—you will see and hear 
Patti in your own lor. She will be 
heard a hundred years after her death, 
and seen and will move and thrill her 
auditors in 8000, The president's inau- 
guration can be treated in the same way. 
Pope Leo and his cardinals may be seen 
and heard for unnumbered centuries to 
come,” 

Mr. Edison’s blue eyes lighted up 
with enthusiasm. 

“What a way to write history,” he 
repeated echoing the words of his ques- 
tioner. ‘* Well, I had never thought of 
that particularly, and yet it is a way to 
write it, isn’t it? How much more ef- 
fectively one could convey to future 
generations an idea of the President 
than words and writing could. In fact 
written records would cease to have 
their historical importance.” 

*Yet,’, went on the Wizard, ‘ these 
things are notas wonderfulasthey seem, 
It appears to me that the people gener- 
ally are not keeping pace with scientific

‘Far more easily,” he replied, ‘* that 
is the least difficult part of the problem.

And, of 
course, 200 years hence, the same scene 
could be thrown up at will—a new way 
of recording history, you see.” 

‘Ts not the mechanism very compli- 
cated ?” 

** Not more so than that of the kineto- 
scope and the phonograph, and the 
difficulty now in the way is the adjust- 
ment of photographic apparatus in min- 
ute fractions of a second. Certain 
flashes of motion are caught in ten 
forty-ninths of a second. But in pre- 
serving them, and in their reproduc- 
tion, one or two obstacles are met with. 
The negative itself is very small—not 
much larger than your thumb nail. In 
reproducing these postures and moye- 
ments great care is necessary in main- 
taining proportions. 

“To throw upon a screen a series of 
movements, each taking up an interval 
of time not longer, perhaps, than a fifth 
part of ten forty-ninths of a second, and 
at the same time to ensure fidelity, is 
the problem. As it is, 


THERE ARE OCCASIONAL DISTORTIONS, 


Ifa movement in the reproduction be 
not, so to speak, run out consecutively, 
that is, if, looked upon as a change of 
posture, it be not accurately photo- 
graphed, although it occupied but the 
two hundredth part of a second, the ef- 
fect will be distorted. Hence the ex- 
treme nicety required in the mech- 
anism.” 

It would of course be out of place here 
to enter into any detail connected with 
the operation and the mechanism of the 
phonograph. That inyention has been 
explained over and oyeragain, So, too, 
of the kinetoscope. But it may be stat- 
ed that the combination of the two in- 
volves instantaneous action in harmony 
of the two; this is, on the surface no 
easy matter. The principle upon which 
it is effected, theorectically, is also well 
known. In fact the general mind has 
been pretty well saturated with infor- 
mation on the subject. But as far as the 
mechanical difficulty with which My. 
Edison is contending, it has remained 
unthought of. So the great discovery 
lingers on the threshold of its accom- 
plishment in fact, But it will not linger 
long. Blectricity knows no delay. 

‘Perhaps by to-morrow,” said Mr. 
Edison, ‘' we may perfect the machin- 
ery. Perhaps we shall have to work an- 
other year upon it. In truth, it isa sim- 
ple matter. It consists merely in ad- 
justing thoroughly understood princi- 
ples to a new contrivance which are 
made up of old contrivances. Were it 
not that we have such infinitely small 
sections of time to deal with, there 
would be no trouble at all, But as I 
have told you, we know how to over- 
come the difficulty. We simply lack 
practice,”

CHANCERY DIVISION. 


The China-Japan Treaty 


A Central News despatch from Tokio 
gives additional details of the treaty of 
peace, the principal features of which 
have already been published. Thetreaty 
secures to Japan entire freedom in the 
importation into China of steam engiues 
and machinery for manufactures, and 
the same privileges are accorded to 
Japan in the matter of importing goods 
into China. The latter also grants to 
Japan extra territorial rights wherein 
in the matters of tariff and in the dis- 
pensation of justice Japan receives every 
privilege. ‘The indemnity is payable in 
seyen yearly installments at five per 
cent. Payment of the obligation with- 
in three years cancels the interest. In 
addition to these provisions China en- 
gages not to punish returned prisoners 
nor to inflict punishment upon Chinese 
who may have furnished supplies to the 
Japanese army and navy. China also 
binds herself to return Japanese prison- 
ers unconditionally. The exchange of 
yatifications of the treaty will take place 
at Cheefoo not later than May 8.

AGRICULTURAL, 
How to Plant Apple ‘Trees. 


In order to makean orchard profitable, 


it is necessary to have more trees on a given 
amount of land than when placed 35 to 45ft 
apart, writes U,P, Polk, If we oan do this 
and not injure the land, trees or fruit, 1 
think we have madea fair start toward 
profitable commercial orcharding. While 
a tree is young we gotthe beat crops. The

fruitis larger,more perfect, and less liable to 
rot. In this locality a tree begins to fruit 
at the age of five or six years from planting. 
The noxt 10 or 12 years the orchard is in ite 
prime, and if during this time we can get 
one-third more trees and have one-third 
more fruit to market we are just that much 
better off, The accompanying plan shows 
my method of setting an orchard which will 
increase the number of trees one-third and 
still give ample room for hauling and 
gathering until the orchad is 17 or 18 years 
old.

My 
advice to every young man is, plant in this

It is because 
she is in everything but her political 
condition already a part of Canada 
that Canada’s need and desire. for her 
is imperative. She is, and has been 
ever since the formation of the Do- 
minion, a member of our body of 
which we have not had the full use; 
a hand which has been asleep. It is 
well for both the body and the sleep- 
ing member when the circulation of 
the blood is restored; both become 
mutually serviceable. Newfoundland’s 
timber, mineral, agricultural and fish- 
ing resources will be chiefly valuable 
to herself and her own population ; 
she is not going to surrender the con- 
trol of any of these but her fisheries 
to the Dominion; but when New- 
foundlanders are Canadians the ‘rest 
of Canada will, of course, prosper 
through her prosperous development 
of these resources. And their progress 
will be hastened by the restoration of 
the circulation of the blood of 
merce between Canada and Newfound- 
land. The interprovincial trade which 
will immediately spring up between 
the eastern provinces and Newfound- 
land ought to tell perceptibly upon 
the development of all the Dominion, 
but especially of Newfoundland. It 
will afford new and considerable mar- 
kets for our manufacturers and pro- 
duce merchants, as well as encourage 
shipping between the island and main- 
land provinces.

ODD FORMS OF MONEY- 


Straw Mats, Shells and Other Primitive 
Mediums of Exchange. 


In the Portuguese possessions of Ango- 
la, before the year 1694, the circulating 
medium con: al of small mats woyen 
from a species of straw, and which the 
natives called libongos. Each libongo re- 
presented a yalue of fiye reis, ‘The sub- 
stitution of copper coin for this curious 
straw money came near bringing about a 
revolution, and was the cause of the death 
ofmany. As «a meiium of the 
among the aborigines of Californi: 

ears of abalone (Haliotides) have 
highly esteemed both for their beauty and 
their importance when used as shell 
money, the shells in the latter case being 
cut into strips of from one to two inches 
in length, according to the curyiture of 
the shell, and about one-third as wide as 
long. These were strung on a string 
and used both as money and ornaments. 
The string bore the name of ubl-o or 
aulone, As an illustration of the purchas- 
ing power of an abalone, it may be stated 
that in New Mexicoa house has been 
traded for a single shell. 

From the reign of Henry I. down to the 
period of the establishment of the bank of 
England, the legal tender money of Wng- 
land was fabricated out of wood. ‘This 
instrument was called an exchange tally, 
and, by virtue of it, the holder was cn- 
titled to receive from tho crown the value 
prescribed thereon. It really consisted of 
one half of a four-sided rod, or staff, on 
which, when in its entire state, the sum 
it purported to repr it was carved in 
transyerse notches, vy ing in width for 
thousands, hundreds, scores, pounds, shil- 
lings and pence. For the advantage of 
those who could read the sum was writ- 
ten in ink on tivo opposite sides of tho 
staff, and, finally, with a knife and mal- 
let the staff itself was split in two longt- 
tudinally. Ono half, called tho tally, or 
check, was given to tho person for whose 
service it was intended; the other half, 
called the counter tal was laid up for 
safe keeping until its corresponding tally 
should be brought in by the porson who 
had last given value for it, 

Its intrinsic yalue was, of course, only 
that of the wood of which it was compos- 
ed, but, by representation, it denoted largo 
sums. It was a current token of real 
monoy and served actually to distribute 
it from man to man by this exchange. 
From this primitive tally was derived tho 
exchequer bill, first Introdeed in 1696 by 
Mr. Montague, the chancellor of the ox 
chequer, The word “bill,"’ too, was no 
doubt derived from the old French pbille, 
which stalf, Bank bills 
and billa of exchange in our own day 
come from the wooden base, and 
soldicrs In Kingland aro still sald to be 
“billeted,”’ beenuse formerly thoy tender 
ed wooden ‘*billes'’ for tallles to the vie 
tualors upon whom thoy were quartered, 
In oldon times officers of the army who 
were taken into the King's own pay were 
anid to be put on the staff—that is, thoy 
wore pald with oxehequor tallies, or 
wooden monoy.—London Public Opinion

Prof. Goldwin Smith Confers With 
Investigating Cominissioners, 

Toronto, April 24.—The University 
commission yesterday held a private con- 
ference with Prof. Goldwin Smith re- 
garding the governing of the University. 
Mr. Smith concurred in the establis' 
of something in the nature of a 
sity court for disciplinary purposes. 
recommended that the medical faculty, so 
far as it was professional, should bo sev- 
ered from the University and formed into 
an independent body 

With regard to students’ socictics and 
students’ publications ho gave it as his 
opinion that the more they wero left to 
themselves and the less the Unive 
had to with thom, except in cases s¢ 
ly calling for interposition, the better, 
Ho concurred in the establishment of a 
new council consisting of the joint pro- 
fessoriates of both the University and col- 
lege.S Ho recognized the difficulty in 
case of the University and the University 
College of distinguishing between the 
College and the University jurisdiction, 
and promised, if he could, to deviso a 
plan. His last recommendation, which 
was an extromely important one, was that 
the University should bo sev. 
Provinclal Government, and that 
talkishment should be placed in 
hands, to be acininistered through a com- 
mittee of the Senate, or such « body as 
might be thought best, and that all ap- 
pointinents be vested in the } ls of the 
University. In cuse cf logislatic 
Senate, its epactments should porbaps be 
submitted ta the Licurenant in- 
Council, or in some oth to the Goy 
ornment for ratification.

His 
voice failed last summer owing to an 
affection of the throat, and ho applied 
to the trustees for a three months’ y 
cation.

Lato 
in September Bell started for 2 i 
He told the trustees and his friends

Then camo the great age, which buried 
this vegetation beneath the mantle of 
cold which still prevails at the polur ox- 
tremitics of the carth. Is this kingdom 
of ice and snow again extending its sy 
toward the equator? Prom the arctic 
cles we have no data which supply an 
answer to the question, but it is asserte: 
that the climate of Norway, Sw 
Tccland is annually becom 
Great masses of ico are frequently ol 
ed by navigators in far more southerly 
position during the summer months in 
the Atlantic than was the case a fow 
years ago, and the effect of these i Orger 
Was to materially reduce the temp: ure 
of Scandinavia and Iceland. The latter 
island in late years has been suffering so 
severely that corn no longer ripens there, 
and the Inhabitants, in fear of approuch- 
ing famine and a still colder climate, aro 
emigrating to North Amerie: 
‘The influence of the gulf stream on the 
climate of Norway, which has not been 
less marked than its effects on the coasts 
of Ireland and Scotland, is being effaced 
by the intensity of the cold brought by 
the masses of ice which it is for the, gult 
stream to carry toward the castern side 
of the north Atlantic. This extraordinary 
cold appears, howeyer, to be rather a peri- 
odical occurrence than of gradually and 
annually increasing in intensity, and the 
existence of larger quantities of ice than 
usual in the Atlantic rather points to 
warmer weather in the polar regions than 
to an unusually intensely and extension 
of the region of the polar cold, The an- 
nals of history show that from time to 
time since the advent of man into the 
world remarkable rigid winters and torrid 
summers haye upset the calculations of 
learned geologists and ruffled the equanim- 
ity of the inhabitants of the temporate 
zones. Several times the frost king hag 
been known to come down from the 
heights of Europe and seal the waters 
of the Adriatic. In 860 and 1234 the ice 
formed a secure bridge from Venice to the 
opposite Dalmatian coast, and in 1709 the 
Adriatic was completely covered with ico 
All the rivers in France were frozen ir 
the years 1305 and 1864, the ice on the 
river Rhone being in some places 15 feet 
thick. The winter of 1788-9 was rigorous 
throughout Europe. The Atlantic froze 
along its const to a distance of several 
leagues, and yessels were unable to ap 
proach within some miles of Ostend, ir 
Belgium, a port that ordinarily is opex. 
throughout the year. The winter of 1812- 
13 is memorable for its extreme degree ot 
cold. Snow fell in England in every 
month of the year in 1816, and the weath- 
er was so uniformly chilly that scanty 
crops of every sort were haryested. On 
the 15th of May, 1834, snow fell to. the 
depth of a foot.

ELEOTRIO RAILWAY BILL. 


Hon. Mr, Bronson then brought his elec~ 
tric railway bill back into committee and 
added several amendments, One gave 
mechanics working for any company incor- 
porated under the act ao lien for 30 days’ 
Wages upon the company; another fixed the 
penalty for violations of the Sunday observ- 
ance clause, ‘The clause provides that for 
every train or carrun on the line on Sunday 
« penalty of $400 shall be inflicted recover- 
able in County Court at the suit of any 
person. Further, the conductor in charge 
of the train or car shall be liable to the 
penalties provided in the act respecting the 
profanation of the Lord’s Day. 


LESSENING OF APPEALS, 


Sir Oliver Mowat moved the following 
resolution in regard to the question of the 
lessening of appeals to the Supreme 
Court:— 

“That this House is desirous of diminish- 
ing the number of appeals which are open 
to litigants; that with this view the 
House is of opinion that at present appeals 
from Ontario to the Supreme Court of 
Canada are allowed in cases in which ap- 
peals are not allowed from the Quebec 
courts; and this House desires appeals to 
the Supreme Court of Canada from this 
Province to be limited to cases of contro- 
versy between the Dominion of Canada and 
this Province, or between this Province 
aod any other Province, or cases which 
involve the question of the constitutional 
validity of an act of the Province of Can- 
ada, or of an act of the Legislature of this 
Province, or any other question of the con- 
struction of the B, N. A. act, orof an act 
of the Parliament of Canada ; that in other 
cases there should be no appeal to thé 
Supreme Court except by consent, unless 
the matter substantially in despute is of 
the sum or value of at least $5,000, and 
the Judges of the Court of Appeal are 
divided in opinion as to the proper jud- 
ment, and give leaye to appeal to the 
Supreme Court, or unless the Legislature 
should hereafter provide for appeals to the 
Supreme Court in other cases,” 

Sir Oliver spoke briefly in explanation of 
this resolution, and after Mr, Whitney and 
Mr. Howland had concurred it was unani- 
mously passed. 


FINISHING THE BUSINESS, 
The House then addressed itself to the

FARR’S PECULIAR ACTIONS, 


Shortly before three o'clock Farr, who 
Was running a yard engine on the Canadian 
Pacific railway,ran his engine to the depot, 
and asked the night policeman where the 
fire was, and when they inquired what fire, 
he replied, ‘I don’t know, but I thoughtl 
heard the fire-bells ringing.” ‘The police- 
man declared there had been no alarm,and 
Farr jumped on his engine and pulled out 
to the yard, remarking to his fireman that 
there was a fire at the corner of Ross and 
Isabel streets, his residence, and that a 
policeman had told him so, Farr ran his 
eugine up into the yard, and getting out 
there, climbed on top of a box car to see if 
he could see # blaze, As he did not see any 
fire he returned to his engine. 

Leaving Farr’s residence, Sergt, Munro 
set off for the Canadian Pacific railway 
depot to find the engineer and tell him of 
the awful fate his family had so narrowly 
escaped, On the way there he met a 
policeman at the station and told him that 
ap attempt had been made to burn Farr’s 
house. When the policeman told Munro 
how Farr had an hour or so before jumped 
from his engine and asked where the fire 
was it was the sergeant’s turn to be eur- 
prised, as no alarm had been sounded. His 
suspicions were turned towards the engin- 
eer, who was arrested by Munro while 
engaged on his engine and taken to the 

olice station, where he now is, bail having 
een refused, 


A DOUBLE LIFE. 


Farr, it appears, had been living a double 
life, and While married and the father of a 
family was engaged to an estimable young 
lady named Robinson, who works ina Main 
street millinery store, He first met Miss 
Robinson at Minnedosa five years ago 
while running on the Manitoba and North- 
Weatern railway, and induced her to come, 
three and a half years ago, to Winnipeg. 
He called pretty regularly at the store for 
her at noon, and almost invariably took tea

the ocean contained silver, bub in such 
amall proportions that it would hardly prove 
profitable to attempt to gather it, Tho 
moro important and far-reaching dicovery 
has now been made that the wators of the 
Vout oceans contain gold in solution in auch 
quantities that the annual output could be 
more than trebled if scionce finds o way of 
extracting the precious metal, In 1872 
Sonstadt first demonstrated that there wero 
traces of gold in the ocean, held in solution, 
bub he never puraued his inquiries for 
enough to show that it was in any large 
quantity, It remained for later investiga 
tors, enoouraged by the high prices for gold 
to determine the approximate quantity 
held in solution, 

There is every reason to believe that in 
the future more gold will be oxtracted from 
tho salt waters of the ocean than from the 
mines now worked in the richest part of 
the world’s gold regions, The vast size of 
tho oceans inakes the field pratioally inex- 
haustible, and while the mines of the land 
are yielding their thousands of tons, th 


though the gold is found in small quantitiese 
the aggregate yield would be enormous, 
Extracting the gold from the ocean will also 
be attended with less risk and exposure to 
danger, and the work will not be very much 
different from that required to obtain 
refined salt from the ocean, Prof, Ramsey, 
haa given considerable attention to the 
subject, and in speaking about it, he gave 


would be actually benefited by it, Besides, 
the money centres of the world would be 
shaken to their foundations, Voin and cur- 
renoy of all kinds would be so altered in 
value that no man could tell rightly what he 
was worth, Governments would be bank: 
rupt, and everybody who had his fortune 
in currency and gold would sufler, 

“But, of course, no matter how successful 
the ocean mining may prove,no such sudden 
supply is going to be thrown upon the 
world’s markets, The whole ocean could 
not be raked over in thousands of years,and 
the discovery of the new sources of supply 
would result only in satiefying people that 
gold is plentiful encugh in the land and 
ocean to supply all future generations with 
it. The fear of a gold famine could no 
longer be entertained, 


A PREDICTION, 


“The soluble gold van be readily pre- 
elpitated from the iodine, and hence from 
the salt water, and at the rate of one-tenth 
of a grain to the ton it would pay 4 large 
concern to put up enormous vats to receive 
the waters of the ocean, A search of such 
vats could dispose of thousands of tons of 
water inaday. Before this is done, how- 
ever, the question of location must be de- 
cided. It would not pay to put up exhaus- 
tive machinery slongit © coast, where the 
yield was one-tenth o a grain, when another 
part of the ocean would yield as high as 
one-quarter or one-half of a grain, The 
latter would soon drive the first concerns 
out of the business. The Northern Iati- 
tudes, so far,have given a higher percentage 
of gold than the Southern, and it is possi- 
ble yet to discover places where the yield 
will be quite large, Off the Isle of man 
the yield was found to be about one- 
thirteenth of a grain and the water from 
the Kristina Fjord yielded one-tenth of a 


some interesting faotw, 
AN EXPERT'S VIEWS, 


“Tt seems almost like reviving the dreams 
of the alchemists in predicting that gold 
will soon be produced abundantly by ocean 
miners,” he said, ‘‘Nevertheless, there is 
sufficent scientific data to warrant one in 


this speculation, Ib ia no new thing to 
discover either silver or gold in salt water, 
but recent researches have directed more 
interest toward the subject by proving 
that the quantity is large enough to be 
of practical use, The exact quantity that 
a ton of ocean water contains depends 
upon local conditions, and varies all the 
way from one-twelfth to one-quarter of a 
grain, Even much higher proporticns of 
gold may be found in portions of the ocean 
not yet investigated. The temperature of 
the water greatly affects the amount of 
gold held in solution; the warmer the 
water, the less amount one would find, and 
the colder the temperature, 
would be held in solution, 
“Taking the low figures given for the 
waters in warm climates —1-18th of a 
grain of gold to one ton of seawater— and 
what probable yield of gold would one find? 
Why, it would be an enormous quantity 
—one that would completely eclipse our 
present product on the land. The average 
depth of the ocean has been scientifically 
estimated at 2500 fathoms with 400,000,000 
cubic miles of space. In this vast area 
about 1,837,030,272,000 million tons of 
water are deposited—an amount that is 
hardly conceivable when expressed in 
figures, Well, if each toa yielded the 
lowest quantity of gold obtained, the 
whole yield of the ocean would be about 
10,250 million tons of gold. 


SUFFIOIENT TO BUILD GOLD HOUSES. 


‘* Just stop and think of that for a min- 
ute | Gold would be so plentifnl with this 
amount on tap that we would make furni- 
ture of the precious metal, and even build 
houses with it. A eolid gold ring could be 
had for a few.vents, Silver would be worth 
sixty timesas much asgold, Instead of trying 
to put the currency of the world ona gold 
basis financiers would tumble over each 
other in their efforts to get rid of all gold 
money. We would think no mors of the 
precious metal than we now do of iron or 
copper, and it would be no more dosirable. 
Compare the amount of gold in the ocean 
to the total quantity that has been taken 
from the gold mines of the world during 
the last four centuries. ‘I'he total output 
of the whole world since 1494 to 1894 ap- 
proximated about 6020 and the present 
annual outputis about 209 tony, What an 
insignificant quantity !

We know that itis frequently 
released and dropped by thoiodine, for 
thie latter is absorked by tho seaweeds 
and plant growths of theocean, Along | 
the coasts of Groat Britaln, France and 
Sweden, tho ‘ kelp,’ or seaweod ia gath- 
ered, and burned, and then from the ashes 
iodine is extracted, This iodineinite simple 
form in the water before being absorbed by 
the plants holds the gold of the ocean in 
solution, 


BASIS OF THE THEORY, 


“ Yormerly the iodine was in much great: 
er quantities than to-day, and in REN: 
geological ages it abounded in every body of 
salt water, Occasionally experimenters 
have obtained traces of jodine from rain 
water slong the border of the oceans,show- 
ing that it had been taken up by the wind 
andsun, Every time thie iodine liberates 
the gold it probably drops to the bottom 
of the ocean to form beds of gold for future 
genorations, Should tho ocean over recede 
from the Sargasso Sea groat veins of pre- 
cipitated gold may be found there, for 
the vast forests of soaweed are continually 
absorbing the iodine and releasing the 
soluble gold. Unless arrested by other 
doposits of iodine tho released gold would 
rain down upon the bottom of tho sea in 
oontinued showers,

from the ocean for commercial purposes, 
The question has hardly yet left the labor- 
atory of the scientist, but usually where 
there is money to be made the translation 
from scientitic experiment to practical 
application is very sudden, This we may 
predict of ocean gold mining.”

Moved and seconded that the warders 
communicate with the Bishop, express- 
ing the unanimous wish of this meeting 
that he should appoint Rey. 8. Daw to 
the parish of Stirling. Carried.

The finances of the parish proyed to 
be in a very satisfactory condition. The 
regret at the venerable pastor’s leaving 
was deeply felt by all; and Mr. Smythe 
may rest assured that he has the warm- 
est wishes of the entire congregation, 
who will ever be glad to welcome him 
to their homes at any time he returns to 
Stirling.

Death of G. D. Wiggins. 


The news of the death of G. D. Wig- 
gins, of Springbrook, which took place 
at Cardinal, Ont., on Wednesday morn- 
ing was received here yesterday. He 
had been ill for several months, and a 
few weeks ago had gone to visit his 
brother-in-law at Cardinal, in the hope 
that the change would be beneficial.

The late Mr. Wiggins was clerk of the 
township of Rawdon, an office which he 
had held for many years, and was well 
known throughout this section of coun- 
try. He was highly esteemed for his 
many noble qualities, and was an active 
and honored member of the Methodist 
Church, and was an earnest worker in 
Sunday School and temperance work.
